‘Taft-Hartley Act and The Right To Work. 


The American people are convinced that the Right to Work 
is right. They know that the Right to Work is a worker's right, 


a state right and an individual right. And, as a matter of fact 
many feel that no civil right is more important than the civil 


right of free choice — présently guaranteed in 19 states by Right 
to Work laws. 


The demand by some political leaders to repeal Section 
14(b) — the section of The Taft-Hartley Act which allows states 
to enact Right To Work laws — is strangely inconsistent w 
their avowed concern for the civil and human rights of all 
Americans.

= declared that the nation is “dedicated to freedom from arbitrary 

power; not merely for all Americans, but for ail. 

er, he called for changes in the Taft-Hartley Act, including Si 

tion 14(b) — changes that would mean a return to nationwi 
pulsory union membership! 


Another paradox is"Setretary of Labor Willard Wi 
said, in a Detroit address in 1963 during a M 

of the 100th Anniversary of Emancipation Pr 
large edifice of civil rights is dependent on equ 
ment opportunity . . . if men are to be truly 
with the tenents of democracy, then they must be 
a livelihood without prejudice. 


It is unfortunate that Secretary Wirtz seems to be speaking 
out for all men when in reality he appears to mean only some 
men. For as an outspoken opponent of the right to work he cer- 
tainly is not including those who do not choose to unionize. 


A really strange outlook on human rights is presented by 
Walter Reuther, the boss of the United Auto Workers. He said 
recently in Selma, “When you deny freedom to any person, 
you are destroying your own freedom.” Perhaps we should re- 
mind Mr. Reuther of the fact that organized labor is today deny- 
ing freedom to millions, of individuals making up our “minority” 
groups. An excellent example of this is provided by three men 
in Evansville, Indiana, who face dismissal from their jobs be- 
cause they contend that their religious beliefs (they are members 
of the Christadelphian faith) forbid them to join a union. Is 
Mr. Reuther concerned with the individual rights of these three 
men? Hardly! : - > © ee 


Is there “equality of employment opportunity” for the man 

. who seeks work but cannot obtain it because of his refusal to join 

an organization against-his will? Is the non-union worker who 

applies for a job in a compulsory union atmosphere “free to seek 
a livelihood without prejudice?” 


Regarding the Negro drive to obtain fair treatment in the 
job market, countless casés have emerged where Negro and other 
minority group workers were denied admittance to a trade due 
to the exclusionary practíges of many closed shop unions. Be- 
cause of the compulsory unión situation, these exclused minority 
group workers were thwarted in their pursuit of the basic Amer- 
ican right to seek employment in one's chosen field, 


Thus the civil and human rights of all American workers 
stand in real and/or potential danger due to the bane of com- 


pulsory unionism.

Never fish with more than 
three poles and lines or three

Jt is unlawful to refuse to 
produce fishing license and fish 
for inspection upon request of 
an authorized wildlife officer.

It is unlawful to sell, offer 
for sale, barter, purchase, or 
exchange for merchandise any 
fresh water game fish.
